1 . This Office Action is responsive to amendment filed on 10/29/08. 

2. Applicant's amendments to claims 1 - 31 are acknowledged. Consequently, claims 7, 19, 
21 - 22, 25 - 29, and 32 have been cancelled. 

3 . Claims 1 - 6, 8 - 1 8, 20, 23 - 24, 30 - 3 1 are currently pending. 

4. Claims 1 - 6, 8 - 1 8, 20, 23 - 24, 30 - 3 1 are renumbered as 1 - 22 respectively. 

Terminal Disclaimer 

5. The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/04/2006 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of Application 
No. 10/763,880 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been recorded. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1 - 6, 8 - 1 8, 20, 23 - 24, 30 - 3 1 are allowed. 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in independent claims 
1,17, and 30, a method, system comprising the teaching of "a data access query that combines a 
structured query language (SQL) clause with non-SQL data including output related 
characteristics of an output data chart, the data access query being noncompliant with an SQL 
standard and being provided by a first user, the output related characteristics including a 
definition of the output data chart to be built", taken with the other limitations of the claim, were 
not disclosed by, would not have been obvious over, nor otherwise fairly disclosed by the prior 
art of record.
